Allen Resigns Job 


As RFC Chieftain; 


Goodloe Gets Post 


RFC Boss Recommends 


Sweeping Revision of 
Lending Authorities 


Washington. 
Dec. 27—(AP)— 


George E. Allen resigned today 
as director of the Reconstruc- 
tion 
Finance 
corporation 
after 


recommending a sweeping revi- 
sion of the act under which RFC 
operates. 


President Truman immediately 


appointed John D. 'Goodloe, now 
RFC general counsel, to replace 
Allen when the resignation be- 
comes effective Jan. 16. 


Announcing these actions, Pres- 


idential Press Secretary Charles 
5. Ross told reporters: 


''When the president appointed 


Allen last January, Allen said he 
tvould be -.willing to sejrye only a 
year. He was appointed \vith that 
understanding." 


Ross added that Allen is going 


to the White House to see Tru- 
man with Goodloe and taking a 
report of the RFC recommending 
"important 
changes in the act 


creating the RFC." 


Ross described the recommen- 


dations as calling for 
drastic 


changes which would completely 
rewrite the RFC act to eliminate 
all wartime 
emergency powers 


and consolidate all lending au- 
thority under one law. 


Peacetime Powers Slight Go 


Under 
these proposals, 
Ross 


•aid. even some peacetime powers 
no longer 
considered necessary 


would be dropped. 


The present chairman of the 


RFC is Charles B. Henderson. 
The president appoints the direc- 
tors 
and 
the 
directors choose 


their own chairman. 


Goodloe, 38-year-old native of 


Richmond. Ky., was appointed ex- 
ecutive assistant to the chairman 
»' the RFC in 1941. He became 
general counsel two years later. 


He previously had served with 


several government agencies aft- 
er a brief career as a newspaper 
man in Kentucky.

Because of the uptrend in con- 
struction costs, OPA officials dis- 
closed

raised potential rent ceilings in 
buildings converted into dwelling 
units. 


Up to now unit rents have been 


based on ceilings for similar ac- 
commodations in the same area, 
plus a'maximum of S3 per month 
per 51.000 of construction cost. 
The new rules raise this maximum 
to 54. 


The action comes at a time

But the "second echelon" of the 


United States and Canadian dele- 
gations met for hours late yester- 
day and were reported to have 
agreed on all points, thus smooth- 
ing the way for Baruch when 
the test is made in the commission. 


Lose No Ground

national welfare. 


Taft and Senator Ball (R-Minn), 


who heads the special committee, 
have opposed even this form of 
compulsory arbitration.

"I expect there will be quite a 


bit of discussion in the conference 
about this issue,1' the Ohio senator 
said. 


Ball said that in addition to 


recommendations charting the gen- 
eral course for Republicans to fol- 
low in dealing with labor legisla- 
tion, the special committee hopes 
to lay before the conference a 
catch-all bill it hopes will be made 
the vehicle for early legislative 
action.

Reforestation Big 
'Need of Much of

Urbana. HI., Dec. 27—There's 


plenty of land in Illinois 
that 


needs reforesting, and there's a 
variety of trees ready for plant- 
ing next spring1, reveals L. B. Cul- 
ver forestry extension. University 
of Illinois College of Agriculture. 


The forester, in referring to the 


1917 prospects for forest planting, 
indicated that there 
are about 


3.000,000 acres in 
Illinois 
that 


f-houlcZ be planted to trees, aiiil 
most of this land is on farms. 
Much of the acreage is on eroded 
hillsides or gullies, and some con- 
sists of areas that are low in fer- 
tility. 


Culver anticipates that about, 


five million trees will be avail- 
able for planting next spring. At 
the planting rate of 1,000 trees 
per acre to obtain a reasonably 
good stand, it means that the sup- 
ply will plant about 5,000 acres. 
At this rate of planting, he esti- 
mates that it would take the next 
four or five centuries to get all 
the land forested that needs it 
within the bordeis of the state. He 
was optimistic about the possi- 
bility for more nursery trees, say- 
ing that befoie the war the state 
nursery production was above 10 
million trees per yeai and produc- 
tion appears to be on its way back. 


In view of the comparative low 


inventory of nursery stock

spring planting, the prospective 
tree planter should contact his 
county farm adviser now.
